WHEN NERVES GO WRONG,

Recently a man in Kansas City suf- 
fered an attack of hiccoughs that per- 
sisted in spite of all remedies for 19 
days and nights.

“The coast,” Nelson continued, “is 
entitled to and ought to have two 
districts, one including the port of 
Savannah and the other the port of 
Brunswick. ‘The mountain counties, 
or north Georgia beginning at the 
Tennessee line, are entitled to and 
should have two districts. The At- 
lanta territory, including not more 
than Fulton and DeKalb counties, is 
entitled to one district and one con- 
gressman, 

Division of State. 

“After deducting the population of 
the Atlanta district, the remainder 
of the state should be divided into 
nine districts of as nearly equal pop- 
ulation as possible with due regard 
for the logical geographical grouping 
according to common interests. 

“The districts should be formed 
without regard for the personal inter- 
ests or political considerations of any 
present congressman and without re- 
gard for which four congressmen are 
‘paired off’ in, two of the new dis- 
tricts.
